ANA :n'DA MARGA ^ THE NEU PGE 

Conscious or unconscious in the mind of 
every serious social thinker, is the belief 
in the immortality or in^erishability of 
human life. An old Western proverb teaclies 
that ''hope springs eternal’'. Surely this 
implies the expectation or desire that life 
may also "spring eternal^^ for wliat is hope 
but the sweet expression of a desire for a 
continued and better existence. Hence, tJiough 
humankind on planet Earth stands perilously 
balanced on the brink of destruction, few 
indeed are the philosophers v^o expect us to 
fail over the edge. 

Vfliat then will save the himan race from 
imminent extinction? Most of those who 
gi/e it a name call it the Age' . Astro- 

logexs "all it the Aquarian Age and Hindu 
Pandits refer to it as Sat Yuga. Cliristians 
call it the Second Coming and Jews, tlie .'less- 
ianic Eia, In Ananda Marga we s one times 
call it iVnanda Yuga and date, it from the time 
of BAIBA'S birth. 

Of course the transition from our age of 
darkness to any age of light requires consid¬ 
erable catharsis and it is in the method of 
this metaraorphosis that difference of opinion 
arises. Presently there are two dcriinant 
tlveories as to how the New Age will be est- 
ablished, Tlie first theory may call the 
'^Charismatic Leader’' approach. According to 
this theory God (called the Messiah, the 
Christ, the Avatar, etc) eitlier has appeared, 
is appearing now or wMll appear in future upon 
this planet and by means of a fantastic spirit¬ 
ual power will bring about the necessary 
catalysts. Needless to say all those who hold 
onto the Charismatic Leader Theory are not 
united in their outlook; on the contrar)^, 
they find it almost impossible to work vath 
each other. In general, by adhering to the 
belief that their particular leader was, is 
ox will be the saviour, they naturally conclude 


tJiat all the other contenders for the Title are 
imposters or worse and their followers there¬ 
fore not just deluded but a threatening danger 
to the truth. Behind their smiles of friend¬ 
ship and goodwill towards each other, these 
different groups secretly cherish the de5ire 
for a speedy destruction of all the other sim¬ 
ilar groups for that is the only way by which 
their particular leader and their blind devot¬ 
ion to him/her may be justified. 

The second theory can be termed tiie ^k igsaw 
Puzzle^ approach. This theory is reserved for 
those who fear the loss of independence involved 
in surrender to a spiritual master or fer those 
who follow' a path which they know to be inferior 
and incomplete. In order to give s bstaiice to 
their way of life, they reject the notion of the 
Charismatic Leader Theory and posit that the New 
Age wi ^ 1 evolve tlirough an evolutionary ( or 
occasionally a revolutionary) process combining 
the different contributions of countless 
small groups or individuals such as them¬ 
selves. For those believing in the Jig¬ 
saw Puzzle Theory, it is also virtually 
impossible to bring unity among themselves 
(or with any of the followers of the 
Charismatic Leader Theory) for a few 
fairly obvious reasons. Mainly their 
approach is generally founded on the 
assertion of their om unique individuality, 
and hence they fear to have too much contact 
with others v/hose philosophy may dominate, 
antiquate or disprove their own. Further¬ 
more, these persons generally prefer to go 
through life v/ith blinkers on, taldng an 
interest only in those areas vjhich directly 
concern or ar:iuse themselves* 

The defects in ‘these tv^ro theories are 
clear. The Charismatic Leader Theory 
tends to be extremely naive, generally 
superstitious, and occasionally so lud¬ 
icrous as to pass the ^^outer limits'^ ard 
enter into the '^twilight zone". Despite 
the fact that so many different groups exist 










and despite the fact that none of them have 
very much of a practical nature to offer in 
order to solve the problems of the world> 
these persons cling to their foolish ideas 
like to a magic talisman to ward off evil* 

Though their particular leader may he a hun¬ 
dred or a thousand years dead and the world 
if anything a little worse since that time 
or though their leader lives now but says 
absolutely nothing new and even ignores all 
of the pressing social problems> still these 
^'true believers^' await the miraculous moment 
when all the world will fall at the feet of 
their particular master. 

But if we can say that the Charismatic 
Leader Theory is naive^ then we must declare 
the Jigsaw Puzzle Theory as absurd, for there 
is really nothing at all in the latter theory 
which permits the necessary unity or urdver- 
salism required in the New Age; there is nothing 
and nobody to put this pu zzle together* Even 
to call this Jigsaw Puzzle Theory absurd is 
quite charitable as it hasn^t the slightest 
rationale in spirituality or even in altruism. 
While mouthing the platitudes of world harmony 
and fellowship, these individualists encourage 
by their philosophy and their actions a regre¬ 
ssive conditon of escapist isolationism. In 
their heart of h^rts these persons never truly 
desire a unified world as their major concern 
is only for freedom to pursue tl^ir own personal 
lifestyles• 

Despite the copious limitations of these two 
theories, they do point out the two essential 
facets of the problem. On the one hand, the 
world desperately requires a charismatic leader 
whom all can recognize as the greatest spirit¬ 
ual teacher or preceptor who ever lived. Only 
this Great Preceptor can unite the world and 
overcome all of the sectarian Ian by offering 
for all in commoffi, a scientific spiritual phil¬ 
osophy, an effective spiritual cult and a scrip¬ 
ture which provides for the all-round welfare 
and happiness of everyone. On the other hand, 
even this will not be enough unless the Great 
Preceptor can also provide both a socio¬ 
economic theory which will eliminate injustice 
and exploitation on all levels and a social 
outlook tolerant enough to incorporate this 
entire Universe into one concordant human 
society. With modern methods of communication 
and transportation, it is only reasonable to 
expect this leader to fulfill these require¬ 
ments and gain world recognition while still 
alive. 

At present, only one leader and only one 
movement has the jractical capacity to inititate 
the New Age. That leader is Anandamurti; the 
movefQent is Ananda Maxga. 


THE FEARSOME MISSION OF ANANDA MARGA 

Though BABA and Ananda Harga provide the 
panacea for all the world^s probletis, one 
cannot gain a clear picture of Ananda Marga 
unless one understands the ideal follower of 
Ananda Marga, the ideal Ananda Margii. In 
\nanda Marga we call this person a sadvipra* 

By nature the sadvipra is both a spiritual 
aspirant and a resolute battler agamst all 
forms of iniquity and exploitation. As a 
spiritual aspirant the sadvipra observes a 
code of morality which transcends any man¬ 
made laws* Due to the gap between morality 
and law the sadvipra may frequently find him¬ 
self/herself at odds \^th those in worldy 
power but this in no way restrains the sad- 
vipra^s activities. As a soldier of universal 
love, the sadvipra is eminently practical in 
approach trying to bring abaat the best 
possible results in tlie shortest span of time. 
One might say that the sadvipra is a sort of 
'’soft-core realist'’ or a '’sensible spiritual¬ 
ist". The sadvipra is one whose head is often 
above the clouds but whose feet always remain 
firmly planted on the ground. The sadvipra is 
invariably an extraordinary personality and 
one who canqpt help but attract followers and 
sympathisers. It is reported that BABA once 
said that anyone who opposes Himself or Ananda 
Marga will face destruction within three years 
either by death, madness or loss of position. 
Already this is a manifest reality due to the 
vast spiritual power which BABA has unleashed 
through the medium of the sadvipras and their 
indomitable spirit. 

In the East, it is sometimes said that Natur. 
has kept the Universe in motion with all things 
in their proper place by instilling the fear 
complex in everything. Without giving undue 
acceptance to this simplisitic notion - siraplis 
because the sadvipras just discussed are 
innately fearless - it must be accepted never- 
the less that fear will play a large role in 
maintaining order and peace during the New 
Age. 

In the perpetual battle between good and 
evil, the evil forces have traditionally 
dominated on the social plane. This is 
because the moralists of the world have failed 
to establish a lasting unity and have allowed 
their vigilance and fighting spirit to he too 
soon extinguished whenever they did unite* The 
evil forces are self-centred and hence can 
never be controlled through gospels of love and 
a non-violent stance. To keep the evil forces 
in check and to establish peace, the true lover 
of humanity must always be prepared to fight. 
The forces of darkness must lea m to fear the 













consqueuees of their own acts as meted out 
by the forces of light. 

In order that the balance of power may rest 
in the hands of the moralists tine future world 
must be inspired by awe of Ananda Harga, Those 
who live or wish to live a good life in harmony 
with the rest of society will love and respect 
Ananda Marga; those who are only concemed with 
their selfish existence will fear and respect 
Ananda Marga. 

Every great spiritualist has established 
some kind of organization to carry on his/her 
missionj after his/her death. And alw^s we 
find evidence that at the end of their lives 
these spiritualists would analyze the organ¬ 
ization which they had created on the basis 
of the unity among the followers and their 
dedication to the mission. However, with 
Ananda Marga BABA has added a new dimension 
by which the effectiveness of His organization 
may be measured. In the final analysis* Ananda 
Marga will be judged on the basis of how much 
the good people of the world loVe us and how 
far the evil persons fear us. 


ANAM)A MARGA - THE ONLY DHAI^tA 

Today, while we still exist on the dark 
side or cusp of the New Age (Ananda Yuga), 
we still find much fraudulent spirituality. 
Countless persons abuse spiritual tools for 
basically material gain, and even more per¬ 
sons pervert spiritual jargon to justify or 
camouflage their basically selfish behaviour 
or selfish outlook on life, Thou^ it is 
easy to be deceived, there is, however, one 
acid test that always reveals the truth. 

Look to see how much real danger, suffering 
or physical hardship these so-called spirit¬ 
ualists are prepared to undergo in order to 
uplift hu^nanity. The true ^iritualist 
welcomes this t;^e of suffering as a blessing 
and a rare privilege; the selfish materialist 
always avoids such difficulties so far as 
possible, Viheji it cones to the crurch, tl^ 
defective spiritualist proves himself/herself 
to be more concerned with the physical side 
of life than any spiritual ideal or icfeology. 

Let me offer a few examples. There is a '’guru” 
from India who recently made a world tour and is 
reported to have taken the U.S. hy storm* While 


in Australia this man was very impressed with 
Ananda Marga and Ananda Margiis, but now it is 
reported that he does not permit any Anafida 
Margiis to enter his ashram in India. What kind 
of spiritualist could ever refuse hospitality 
to anoth&r human being on t!^ basis of his/her 
religious belief? One wonders therefore just 
what it is that this ^guru" is trying to protect. 

Then again there is an American-born man who 
lives on a large farm and who likes to label 
himself as a '^spiritual teacher"* Recently, he 
was reported to have remarked, "Ananda Marga has 
bad Karma." Vdiy does Ananda Marga have bad 
Karma? It’s obvic3us - oior Guru is in gaol and 
our people are being persecuted around the world. 
Unfortunately this "spiritual teacher" never 
stopped to consider the kind of "kama" Krishna, 
Jesus, Buddha and almost every other great 
spiritualist had in the early history of their 
organizations. 

The world is full of bogus spiritualists, 
false piDphets and false historians, hypo¬ 
critical leaders and hollow teachers. But 
Ananda Marga is the genuine article, the real 
thing. Ananda Marga is true spirituality and 
the only Dharma. Today, if a religious or so- 
called spiritual group agrees in theory and in 
practice with Ananda ffarga, then alone is it 
really spiritual or Dhamic, On the other hand, 
if that group has any significant disagreement, 
then their mistake will soon be exposed. In the 
very near future, the words "spirituality" and 
"Dharma" will be the exclusive property of 
Ananda Marga. 

Brothers and sisters of Ananda Marga, we 
should be proud of the Movement we represent. 

Let us always maintain our dignity because 
Ananda Marga is the most noble Mission this 
planet has ever seen, V/e are moralists and 
as such we are not bound by any laws which we 
do not choose to follow, Himanity - not 
Capitalism or Communian - is the greatest 
truth in this universe, and .Ananda Marga 
exists to establish that truth as quickly as 
possible in all of the halls of justice* 

Toward this end, Ananda Margiis, are 
ready to live, fight and die. Though any 
worldly power may oppose us, we cannot be 
daunted for ours is a Holy Cause. Let us 
always live like lions,

The Supremely Practical Mahayogi 


TM^8 article is taksn fTom a series of talks ^iven by BABA on the 
MAHABHAMTA. In these talks BABA illustrated a number of sooial 
principles by referring to specific incidents in the Mahabharata 
period- Eis references^ analogies and anecdotes are e^remely 
instructive and enlightening* 


All the characters in Mahabharata from 
beginning to the end were simply puppets 
on the stage. They were made to dance 
by the tricks of Lord Krsna alone. The 
life of Lord Krsna justifies his pract¬ 
ical approaches. However, I shall put 
forth a few examples- 

The first and the foremost thing is 
tliat Lord Krsna was Taraka Brahma. The 
advent of Taraka Brahma is known as 
Mahasambhuti, What is Mahasambhuti? 
According to natural law the movement 
of the world from crude to subtle is 
accompanied by clash between good 
(Shubha) ajid evil (Ashubha), between 
Ksema and Aksema. During this period 
good natured people get exhausted 
sometimes by the dominance of the dis¬ 
honest CPapii). If this period is all¬ 
owed to dominate sometime more, the 
honest (Sadhu) would have been extin¬ 
guished, If such a state of affairs 
is there in the world a special force 
from Paramatman becomes a necessity. 

To give a blow to the sinners [Papii) 
at this hour becomes an essentiality. 

This blow is not possible by human 
beings (Jiiva) as they do not have the 
power to do so* During this state of 
affairs, to give a strong blow, a 
special manifestation of Paramatman is 
known as Mahasambhuti, But every unit 
is doing the work of Paramatman, every¬ 
one is His expression, every unit is 
incarnation of God, this alone is 
Paramatma's Sambhuti. But to do a great 
work which is not possible by the phy¬ 
sical structure (Adhara) of human ^beings, 









to make that work possible a special 
maTiifestation (Vishesa Vikasha) of God 
takes place (Avirbhava) which is known 
as Mahasambhuti. This is different frcm 
incarnation (Avatarana), 

Avatara means descending (Avatarana) 
to come in the form of unit. Bvery man 
is an Incarnation of Paramatman. You 
can say it is the Sambhuti and Maha- 
sambhuti. There are so many degrees 
(Koti) in the Jiivas also that are the 
descendeots of Paramatman. One is 
Jiivakoti. Paramatman has come in the 
form of Jiivas, Special force also can 
be expressed through these media. Another 
one is lishvarakoti, Paramatma has come 
in the form of Jiiva but it has some 
special force. It has special dominance, 
has the special power to do and get 
things done. They say that the power of 
lishvarakot^ is hundred times more thm 
Jiivakoti* In this lishvarakoti also 
there are so many variations. The low¬ 
est degree of lishvarakoti is Kalavatara. 
This Kalavatara has the lowest power- 


Kala means one portion. Kalavatara 
means that manifestation of lishvara¬ 
koti which has a fraction of power of 
lishvarakoti. In lishvarakoti there 
is Amshavatara which possesses more 
power than Kalavatara, Khandavatara 
is more developed than this. There are 
the different stages in lishvarakoti 
according to their powers. And where 
there is expression of the whole power, 
that is known as Pumavatara, that is 
included in Brahmakoti, 

Jiivakoti, lishvarakoti, Brahmakoti 
are the expressions of Paramatman, ie 
all are the manifestation of Paramatman* 

All are His incarnations. All Jiivas 
are the incarnations and this Brahma¬ 
koti is Pumavatara* Kalavatara, Khan- 
davatara do work in a particular place, 
at a particular time and space and leave 
the world. Such Mahapurusas came to world 
in good number. They worked for the 
uplift of a nation, of a community and 
went away. People praise them, respect 
them* They are in good number. It is 
not possible to name them all. But this 
Mahasambhuti stirs the entire world 
because of His special force. The lish¬ 
varakoti people advance due to their 
Sadhana. The realisations of their Sad- 
hana, the knowledge obtained by Sadhana 
are contributed to the progress of the 
world. But Mahasambhuti, belonging to 
Brahmakoti, does come to the world to 
educate the people, to create a cosmic 
vibration in the world and that vibration 
continues to guide the society till it 
exists. As for example, when Sadashiva 
came some six and a half thousand years 
ago. His vibration continues till today. 

Like that sane three and a half thousand 
years ago Lord Krsna came to the world. 

He was also a Mahasambhuti. He came to 
create a vibration in the world, to give 
a new direction to it. Had He not come, 
the human society would have been destr¬ 
oyed, So Mahasambhuti is born to guide 
the world. He will behave like a man 
but His every action will be superhuman 
action to those people who may take 
lesson from it (Lokashiksa), Let me 
give an example. 

Kamsa was a most wicked king. And 
the wicked minded people make a group to 
save their position. There was one 
specialty in the reign of Kamsa and 
there was the profusion of male and 
female spies (Visa Kanya). In each and 
every village he had his spies. The 
women spies were then known as Visa 
Kanya and the male spies as Gahana Purusa, 
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To save the world from the evil 
forces (Papa Shakti), Maharsi Garga^ 
the greatest Mahatma, realised scxil 
(Pandita) virtuous (Dharmika) and won¬ 
derful personality was doing penance 
for the advent of Mahasambhuti for the 
redemption of the world fran the evil 
forces. A wise man while praying for 
the advent of Mahasambhuti from within 
does also utilise the physical and men¬ 
tal capacity bestowed on him by the 
Lord properly. If the power in the 
physical body and mental body given by 
the Lord are not utilised, the Lord will 
not give spiritual power even if asked 
for. 


Those who utilise their physical and 
mental power have only got the right to 
ask spiritual power from the Lord. 
Suppose a wicked man is fighting against 
you, you should fight vigorously against 
him and tell Paramatman to bestow you 

most. If you behave like a coward and 


ask for more power, the Lord will 
not give you; rather He will say that 
you did not utilise the power already 
bestowed on you, so why should He give 
you? This sort of cowardliness had 
come in the Indians then, and today, 
also it is so. 

Suppose that sonebody attacks you 
and you in various groups begin squatting 
and start Ramdhuna (repeating the name of 
Rama]. This sort of approach will not 
do all. Pick up your weapons, go for 
fight and speak within yourselves "Victory 
to Lord" - this alone is the practical 
approach, 

Garga Muni had this very practical 
sense. He was praying to Lord also and 
utilising his energy and wisdom too. He 
had also his own group to fight against 
the vices (Papa). Everything about the 
activities of Kamsa was crystal clear 
to him. And Kamsa wanted to kill him. 

But he was not able to kill a famous 
Maharsi like Garga as people might go 
against him. 

This you know, Garga Muni was the 
brother of Vasudeva i.e. he was related 
to Lord Krsna. When Krsna was born, 
Maharsi Garga knew in his meditation 
that the work will be done now and hence 
he named the child Krsna. It was he who 
named the child Krsna. Krsna had many 
names but the name Krsna was given by 
Garga himself . With the help of Garga, 
Krsna killed Kamsa. If Krsna could not 
have killed Kamsa, it would not have 
been possible for Him to materialise 
His future programme of mending the worlc 
and making great India. 

There is one more example of Lord 
Krsna’s practical approach, Krsna then 
was not the greatest king in India nor 
was His kingdom Panchala. Kuru and 
Panchals were in the present Haryana 
area, the area around Delhi. The bigg¬ 
est kingdom was Magadha. And the pecple 
of Magadha were against Luru, Panchal, 
Aryans, pro-Aryans and Prote-Aryans and 
even against the Vedas. "Maga" means 
the man who does not accept the Vedas. 

All the priests were not accepting the 
Vedas, All the priests were not accep¬ 
ting the Vedas, hence they were known 
as Maga, And "Dha" root plus "Da" 
makes "Dha" which means believers the 
land of the people who accept Maga is 
known as Magadha, In other words the 

the anti-national Brahmins. 







The king of Magadha then was Jarasandha. 

As told earlier a child, who was made to 
take its birth in pieces, was joined by 
Jara, a nurse (a Raksasii, an aboriginal) 
by operating and stitching the body of 
the child. Hence he was known as Jara¬ 
sandha as the joining (Sandhi) was made 
Jara, 

The relationship of Krsna with Jara¬ 
sandha was the relationship of coisin 
Though cousins they were enonies. a 
sandha was against Kharmaraja (the ru e 
of the righteous). 

Lord Krsna led the scheme to make a 
great India to join all the sc^tered 
Kingdoms into one but Jarasandha wanted 
his own kingship. Jarasandha was usually 
attacking Shurasena Raja whose king was 
Lord Krsna after Karas a. The capital of 
Shurasena was Mathura. There also or 
Krsna presented an example of His pme- 
tical approach. He shifted His capital 
from Mathura to Dvaraka as the righteous 
people then were not united and it was 
not possible to fight against Jarasand..a. 

Dvaraka was across the desert of Raj¬ 
asthan and the hillocks and the jungles 
of Magadha soldiers reraaining in plains 
were not able to cross the desert and 
jungle for fight against Krsna. Hence 
the capital was shifted to Dvaraka of 
Gujurat. 

So this was a great practical approach 
by Lord Krsna and Jarasandha stopped att¬ 
acking. After that Lord Krsna united the 
kings with the slogan of Dharraaraja (the 
rule of the righteous) and attacked Mag¬ 
adha unitedly and killed Jarasandha. 

While at Mathura He did not do this as per 
the truce policy. When power is gained 
sufficiently the enemy has to be attacked 
and killed. As long as there is no po^cr 
one has to add ditto to the saying of the 
enemy but the moment it is gained, he has 
to be attacked and killed. Such was the 
practical approach of Lord Krsna. When 
Jarasandha got defeated, he begged pardon 
but Lord Krsna did not leave him as his 
nature was not refoimed. In 
battle Jarasnadha was killed. A^ 

Lord Krsna attacked Amga Desha (bhagalpur 
area).

Guam Region 


Tatoi frcm the first Guam Regional 
Newsletter: 

This being the first issue of the 
regional newsletter for Jifianda Marga 
in Micronesia (Guam Region), I would 
like to recomt the short history of 
the activity of Ananda Marga here- I 
^ first arrived in Ibnape in the Eastern 
Caroline Islands in the middle of Oct¬ 
ober last year coming up from the Sol¬ 
omon Islands vhere I spent several 
months. In the one and a half months 
I spent in Ponape some classes were 
held at a high school and several 
people learned meditation, Howeirer, 
due to difficulties in environmental 
and cultural conditions, it was not 
possible to get a group started at 
that time. So finally I left fonape 
for Guam in early December- 

Of all the places I have been in 
the Pacific since last May, Guam off¬ 
ered the greatest opportunity for the 
establishment of Ananda Marga, How^ 
ever, I had to start slowly as I arr¬ 
ived virtually penniless and without 
any contacts. In fact, it was not 
until after the Christmas and New Year 
holidays that anything substantial was 
able to be arranged- Finally, a public 
lecture was held at tie University of 
Guam in the end of January. Publicity 
for the talk was highlighted by a full 
page interview and an article about 
the vegetarian diet which I managed 
to get printed in the local newspaper 
the day before the lecture. The res¬ 
ponse to that article was so great 
that 1 became somewhat of a personal¬ 
ity on the island almost ovemight- 
About 60 people attended the first 


lecture which gives some indication 
of the possible ertent of interest in 
yoga on Guam. After that, a series 
of classes were held which after sev¬ 
eral weeks had about ten people doing 
regular meditation. 

Then, in the middle of Febiuary, 
one of the people in the class offered 
a house to be used as a jagrti (yoga 
centre) in Talofbfo, a quiet little 
village in the southern half of the 
island. By the end of the month twice 
weekly Dharmacakra (collective medit¬ 
ation) was started there. So row our 
spiritual family is beginning to take 
form here and hopefully in the near 
future we will be able to give some 
practical expression to it in the form 
of social service projects. One of the 
first possibilities is to start a gard¬ 
ening project on the roughly six acres 
of land that surround the jagrti. It 
will provide a good opportunity to in¬ 
volve the children in the neighbouring 
community in a constructive activity. 

Although there seems to be quite 
a number of spiritually minded people 
here on the island, there is no center 
that can act as a focal point for the 
developnent of the spiritual ooinmunity, 
I hope that the establishment of Ananda 
Marga on Guam will help to fulfill that 
need.

Morality & Law

In Ananda Marga we say that there are 
three different kinds of law which guide 
a person's actions. There is moral law, there 
is man-made or penal law, which is those rules 
society makes for its members in order 
that they may live harmoniously; and there 
is cardinal law, which is the rule of 
right action based on the three variable 
factors of time, place and person. 

Moral law is based on one’s own inner 
divinity or the dictates of one's consc¬ 
ience; man’s law is based on society’s need 
to operate efficiently; and cardinal law is 
based on man’s need to be as moral as poss¬ 
ible given a real world which is less than 
perfect and results in situations which 
offer the individual decisions he Bust 
make between two or Bore caiflicting moral 
or immoral acts. To illustrate, ve take 
the example of a man in V'icterian England 
whose family is starving and who can't find 
work. Should he steal a loaf of bread? 

Moral law tells him that it is wrong to 
steal and man's law tells him it is a 
hanging offense to steal; but cardinal law 
tells him it would also be immoral to ig¬ 
nore his responsibility to feed his starv¬ 
ing family, so maybe it is right in this 
instance for him to steal, even thou^ 
morally speaking stealing is wrong and 
legally it is quite a heinous offense. 

In a world of technological advance¬ 
ment and constantly changing society, there 
will always be some gap between these three 
kinds of law. In a perfect society there 
would be only moral law; however, we would 
be foolish to spend much time sitting idly 


and dreaming of this* To bridge the gap 
between morality and social circumstances, 
we have cardinal law* And so our actions 
should always be two-fold; firstly, to make 
our penal laws coincide with cardinal law, 
thereby making our present situation humane, 
not penalizing people for actions they must 
take; secondly, to raise the consciousness 
of society and if need be to alter its 
structure in order that cardinal law may 
more closely coincide with moral law so 
that people may behave comfortably in a 
divine manner and so that we may welcome 
our Saints with open arms instead of cruc¬ 
ifying them* 

The task is a momentous one. In today’s 
society we have a very great gap between 
moral law and cardinal law, making life 
a series of immoral acts for many of us* 

But perhaps what's worse is the fact that 
the gap between cardinal law and man’s law 
today is greater than ever before in human 
history, mercilessly punishing our brothers 
and sisters for actions they must take* 
Talking about this problem will not be 
enough; we must act relentlessly and now. 

As BABA has said, "Only by making useless 
fiiss over problems will not ease the trouble. 
The spirit to fight against all odds alone 
can solve the problems confronting man. 

March ahead and wage war against all diff¬ 
iculties, every impediment. Victory is 
sure to embrace you. Difficulties and 
encumbrances can not be more powerful than 
your capacity to solve them. You are the 
sons and daughters of the great Cosmic 
Father* Be a Sadvipra and make others also 
Sadvipras."
